I understand your ire at me deciding to keep the source of the RA-1B to myself.

This subject seems to come up periodically. Here is some background on the 
subject which may lead to some understanding. 


Back in the late thirties the Underwriters Laboratories devised a test 
circuit involving both voltage and current leakage on exposed parts of a 
receiver. If the rcvr passed this test it was blessed by a seal of approval 
from UL. 


To pass this test the maximum value of the capacitor connecting the line 
(B-)and the chassis turned out to be around .02 mfd max. Unfortunately as 
IF's got hotter a larger capacitor was sometimes required for stability. One 


way out was to wind a coil around and in series with the connector capacitor 
so that the series combination resonated around the IF frequency; thus 
giving a low impedance path to the chassis. 


This worked for a single stage IF but two stage IF's such as used in AC/DC " 
communication" receivers were a different matter. Here for stability grounds 
had to go direct to the chassis where ever they occured.The chassis then had 
to be completely isolated from the outside world.Where the cabinet was metal 
its chassis connection was via a .02 mfd or less. 


In passing even an .02 bypass can give you a little tickle !!!

Hmmmmmmmm 

Interesting thread, I have stuff sent to me quite often and always use UPS 
or the US postal service. UPS phones me when my parcel arrives, and I go 

down and clear it through customs myself, no charge. I then drive back to 
the depot and pick up the package. 


UPS has my name on file that I do my own clearing of customs, and this way I 
can fill out the paperwork before I pick-up. Canada customs will teach you 
how to fill out the forms ONCE, and then you're on your own. They supply me 
with blanks so I don't have to stand in line, how nice. 


The description of the item is CRITICAL to save money on duty. The book is 
available free of charge, and all it takes is some honest creative thinking 
so they won't come back and demand duty charge. As stated by another post, 
$20.00 cdn is the magic number, and rate of exchange for the day is 
published in a book on the customs counter. 


Exporting UPS is easy for the shipper but as I found out a few weeks ago can 
be costly for the US importer. I'm unclear on how this system works.

Greetings, Troops. 


Those of you on BOATANCHORS who know me know that there's not a whole lot of WW2 
military HF radios that I don't have at least a passing familiarity with. I just 
ran into an aircraft set that I've never seen, or even heard of, before. 


I came into a deal that brought me a bunch of Command receivers, a rack, and a 
whole lot of accessories and fittings for the ATA / ARC-5 rigs (how many of you 
have ever SEEN a Command receiver that's on the AM broadcast band.... STOCK?) 


This stuff was great, but the biggie in the deal was a Bendix aircraft receiver. 


The nomenclature plate identifies it as a type RA-1B. The plate does not identify 
it as a military radio per se; at least not for US military use. Instead, it bears 
the "A M" / Crown marking (British RAF, or "Air Ministry" acceptance mark). 


The radio is an 8 tube, single conversion superhet. Condition is pretty 
immaculate, 

except for a dusty cabinet (never mind WHERE I got it!!! I'm keeping this source 
to 

myself£!!!). Apparently, there are no mods; the previous owner rigged an AC supply 
to 

run it as originally designed. It appears that this unknown owner also got the 
radio 

unissued. 


Like most WW2 aircraft radios, it has provisions to be operated by remote control, 
in addition to a full set of local controls. 


Frequency coverage is 150 - 1500 KHz, and 1800 - 15,000 KHz in six bands (IF is 
prob- 
ably in the 1500 to 1800 KHz coverage hole). It has a BFO, and AVC switch. 


Considering the markings, and the vintage of the tube line-up (lotta 6K7s, 6L7, 
6R7, 

and a 6K6) I'm guessing that this set was designed for and sent to Britain in the 
pre- Pearl Harbor period, when we were in a modified "neutrality" mode of 
operation. 


The design certainly IS British; the OFF position of all the toggle switches is 
UP! 


The radio has an antenna selector switch, with three positions; FA (Fixed 
antenna??? 

Can't find an input for this one), TA (Transmitter antenna??? Front panel post for 
this one), and DF (obviously for a direction finding loop; panel post for this 
one). 


NOW, the fun part. 


The original owner put together an AC power supply for the set (and did a damned 
fine job of it too) as an external package. But, there's a SECOND power output 
conn- 

ector on it. 


That goes to the THIRD piece of the outfit, "Radio Direction Finding Equip. Model 
DU-1" (Bendix Radio, for the Navy Department, Bureau of Ships)! This critter is 
marked with a 1942 contract date. It's a small box, apparently containing active 
electronics (12 V @ 300 MA / 200 VDC @ 16 MA required). On top is a DF loop, about 
12" on diameter, with a rather elaborately machined aluminum compass rose on it's 
rotating base. It appears that I have all the parts of the DU-1, except the 
original 

output cable. Loop tuning range appears to be 190 - 1700 KHz, and it has ONE HELL 
of 

a deep null! Frequency coverage is in 3 bands. All serial numbers on the DU-1 
match, 

and once again it appears to have been purchased unissued, and is unmodified. 


All cables and connectors came with this stuff, as did a couple of LS-3 speakers, 
and some WW2 vintage Air Corps headsets. 


The outfit works, and quite well, I might add. 
This stuff is going to be the subject of an upcoming ELECTRIC RADIO article. 


For now, tho, I need schematics, manuals, ANY info on what aircraft were fitted 
with 


the RA-1B and DU-1, ANY information to confirm or refute the embargo theory, etc. 


I'm not entirely certain that the DU-1 was an original part of the RA-1B set. 
Anybody 
know for sure?

This was the hamfest for parts. One fellow was cleaning out a radio/TV/ 
appliance business that closed in 1971 or so. Most of his parts were 25 
cents to $1 each, with jars of tube sockets and 2.5 kV caps for 25 cents 
a jar! Another fellow from Franklin and Marshall College had a bunch of 
stuff from the physics lab. NOS transformers for 25 cents, stuff like 
plate to 500 ohm outputs, interstage audios, etc, coils, IF transformers, 
tuning caps, mostly 25 cents to a dollar. Also got some Western Electric 
ballast tubes, or resistance lamps, models 11A, 13D, 14A for a quarter ea. 
Anyone have specs on these things? 


Got a pair of JAN 4-65A tubes for $5 


At the end of the day when most of the people had left, I happened upon 
some "recyclables" that were left behind. It looked like the remains of 
an SK's estate. Lots of small parts, tube sockets, mica condensers, and 
3 recent HB's, 1985, 1988, 1989, all left behind. The asking prices for 
the books wasn't high either- $2 for the 1985, $4 for the others.
